cupine IiimI heard that the Christ o f the* 
while man had been nailed to acro ss, 
and lo o king, he was able to see the scars 
o f the nails in the hands o f the Indian'- 
Christ when lie raicd them 
In ldsleet 
lie co uld no t -ee the marks o f the nail- 
by maso n • f Hie mo ccasins, but be was 
to ld they were there, and in his sid<* were 
spear marks which were eo ncea'ed by 
the shirt he wo re. 
Po rcupine was to ld 
that bis o wn co rning had, with eleven 
*iHier.s been fo reto ld by fh(*('hri« f who 
had sent fo r him, and that was why hr* 
had invo luntarily taken the lo ng jo urney 
that all the heathen tribes th* re repre­ 
sented ]« id been influenced in th« * same 
manner, tho ugh ad had no t been indi 
vidualiy called, a- lie hud 


no do ubt. 
As he « ays himself, he is "no 
medicine man.” and seems to have no 
wi« li to beco me o ne. 
That he ba« seen 
the perso n who m he describes as "the

he Indians is a Mo rmo n so mewhere o ff
